Last year’s $10,000 house is selling 


for $650 less: it’s the first break you 


home-builders have had in 11 years

[= costs have turned 
downward for the first time in 11 
vears 

In some areas of the United 
States vou can build for 12 percent 
less than during 1948's postwar 
peak. In other regions there has 
been no reduction at all. The aver- 
age over the United States is 6!5 
percent—a mark-down of $650 on 
a home that last vear would have 
cost you $10,000, 

Along with the drop in building 
costs has gone a reduction in sales 
prices of older homes—a reduction 
that in some communities, at least, 
has reached 25 percent 

This heartening news for you 
home-buyers or builders is based 
on a survey, just completed, that 
covered 150 cities 

The survey shows that there is 
no shortage of new housing large 
enough to constitute a major na- 
tional problem. It shows that 
there still is a pressing need in most 
communities for rental units, but 
that this will be reduced steadily. 
And it also shows how you can get 
the most from your building dollar. 


What has caused this drop? 


There are two immediate causes, 
ant behind them are others, which 
ate deeply rooted in the changing 
American economic picture 

One of the immediate Causes is a 
reduction of some 10 to 20 percent 
in the retail price of construction 
grades of lumber, varying with 
different sections of the country 
and with the local competitive

cost analyzing agency, and publishers of 
several construction industry services, 


conditions in the cities surveyed. 

Another, and more important, 
cause is labor-production improve- 
ment. Generally, home-builders re- 
port that the day’s work they’re 
getting from labor now is better 
than at any time since the war’s 
end. 

Labor's productivity now is es- 
timated at about 81 percent of the 
base period 1924 through 1930— 
an increase in efficiency of about 
16 percent since September, 1947. 

In addition, you potential build- 
ers, as a group, don’t have the 
money you once had. 

Long-term credit is scarce or 
costly. 

Your accumulated acute needs 
have been generally satisfied. 

You buy hand-to-mouth on a 
declining market, while the oppo- 
site is true on a rising market. 

Bolstering these conclusions, the 
survey revealed community after 
community listing a supply of new 
houses ranging from normal to a 
surplus in some instances of 1,000 
or more units. 

What happened to the postwar 
home shortage? Since the war, 
we've built almost 2!'4 million 
homes. Now, you have other things 
to do with your money. Fewer un- 
employed dollars, less demand for 
houses, add up to “no shortage.” 


What does this mean to you? 


It means that the dollar you 
didn’t spend for building in 1948 
now is worth $1.065 nearly any- 
where in the United States. 

There are some exceptions: The 
survey shows there has been no re- 
duction in building costs in At- 
lantic City, New Jersey; Butte, 
Montana; Columbia, South Car- 
olina, and scattered other cities.

Calendula stands heat 


Sow calendulas—those gold-plated pot marigolds— 
July first! Nonsense, most gardeners will say. Yet over 
a good part of the country where summer weather is 
hot and dry calendulas sown July 1 are a good bet. 
hey will bloom in the fall when the weather is cool, 
and they'll bloom beautifully. Calendula buds won't 
set as a rule until air temperatures average below 60 
degrees. An exception to this is the new Calendula 
Pacitic Golden Giant which bore some magnificent 
flowers in my garden during the hottest weather IIli- 


nois had last summer. 


Ilex—close to boxwood 


A most excellent shrub, J/ex crenata convexa, is the clos- 
est thing to boxwood you can grow in the Middlewest; 
a real gem of a plant. The leaves are a litde smaller, 
and the habit of growth is a little looser than fine box- 
wood. But I’ve tested this ilex for three years in north- 
ern Illinois where it has gone through 15 below zero 
on a windy hilltop without serious damage. 


Kills weed trees, too 


If you have a tree that must be destroyed without 
damaging the surrounding soil, and yet leave no live 
roots to sucker and spring up all over the property, 
here’s what you do: Slash away the bark until the 
whitish inner layer is exposed. Wrap this with a cloth 
wet with one of the liquid types of 2,4-D weed killer 
mixed with three times its volume of kerosene. 

Io test this method last summer, I used a row of six 
box elders. Every other tree I cut off close to the 
ground, the alternate trees were then barked and 
treated with the 2.4-D solution in kerosene. The cut 
trees all sprouted vigorously. Those treated chemically 
were killed out to the root tips, as far as I could check 
this, and did not sprout again.

elm resists disease 

There’s a new elm that’s resistant to both phloem ne- 
crosis and Dutch elm disease. I hesitate to mention it 
because it is not available commercially. I do so now 
only for one reason—if your community is planning 
an anti-elm ordinance, please have a clause inserted 
exempting the Buisman elm from its provisions. The 
Buisman elm which will be distributed to a small list 
of nurserymen next year for further propagation, 1S 
not only resistant to both of these devastating elm 
diseases, but is a fine shade tree as well. Four or five 
years from now, it will probably be available for gen- 
eral street planting and new streets will again have 
elms, our handsomest vase-shaped trees.

High- 
school teachers (especially in English, social sciences, men’s 
physical education) approaching oversupply, but demand 
will increase when wartime babies reach high school. We'll 
need a million new teachers in the next 10 years. It doesn’t 
look as if we're going to get them. 


Psychology: Great increase in students does not mean over- 
supply of workers. Field is growing faster than people can be 
trained. Graduate schools crowded and hard to get into. 
Future outlook good for a long time. 


Electrical utilities: Jobs are becoming more numerous 
and promise to continue so. Utility business is less affected 
than most by depressions. 


Personnel experts: Competition is increasingly keen. 
Growth of field is slow; turnover small; and new jobs are 
not many. About one-fourth are women. 


Telephone workers: Jobs numerous in near future, then 
scarcer. Long-time outlook, fair to good. 


Home economics: One of the most promising fields for 

women, even for men. Colleges can’t meet requests for 

graduates in foods, textiles, equipment, teaching, and jour- 
nalism. Demand is little affected by depressions.

Ein the smallest house may be a 


remodeling possibility. The process of 
making a livable home from a modest 
start is not inexpensive, but it can be 
done. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lester Cox and their 
two teen-age daughters lived in a tiny 
frame-and-tar-paper house in Inkster, 
Michigan. The largest room, the living 
room, was 10 by 12 There was no bath- 
room, no dining space, no utility room. 

A 12-foot extension across the entire 
back of the house helped solve the space 
problem. Into this extension went a new 
bedroom and a utility room. Space 
taken by the old rear bedroom was di- 
vided between a complete bathroom 
and dining space in the kitchen. 


On the street side, an 8 by 14 exten- 
sion gave the Coxes a living room 18 by 
10, plus two closets and an entrance hall.

Walls were then faced with 2-inch 
brick; finer in texture than the old clap- 
boards, it made the house seem larger.

Thev shared the 
widespread opinion that Macclesfield was 
the ugliest town in North Carolina. and 
for vears they let it go on getting uglier. 
What they finally did, they did themselves, 
without any help from Uncle Sam or Mr. 
Rockefeller. And if Macclesfield today 
doesn't look like Williamsburg, that’s just 
too bad. It’s a whole lot better place to live 
in than it used to be, and that’s all anyone 
was alter. 

Perhaps the hardest thing to understand 
is how the town got so run down in only 40 
years. It’s not old in the sense that you 
think of when vou think of southern towns. 
Old Henry Clark Bridger, pushing his 
25-mile railroad through the pine swamps 
back in 1900, decided there ought to be a 
town where the unfenced farms of Barley 
Lewis. Wiley Webb, and Sheriff Cobb 
came together. So he bought enough land 
from each to lay out a town and named it 
Macclestield, after the place his ancestors 
came from in England.

i the war, we used to spend our vacations fishing in 
Minnesota or Ontario. But when we saw that gasoline would 
be rationed, we decided to spend our vacations within easy 
driving distance of home—Mason City, Iowa. 

So in June, 1941, we bought a small shack on Clear Lake, 
about 10 miles from Mason City. And it was a shack! The 
porch screening had rusted away, and toadstools were 
growing on the floor.

A woman helped solve the difficulty—brown-haired 
Mary Shorb, a wife, a mother, and an expert in micro- 
biological assays. These are common ways of spotting the 
presence of certain compounds. Suppose, for example, 
you want to know if a certain food contains a particular 
vitamin. You put a sample of it in a test tube along with 
a microbe that needs the vitamin. If the microbe grows, 
you know the vitamin is present 

It sounds simple, but it’s quite a trick to get just the 
right microbe. In 1946, Doctor Shorb, at the University 
of Maryland, found an interesting one among the rod- 
shaped microbes that turn milk sour. It was pretty per- 
snickety. In a test tube it required a number of well- 
known food elements and one that had never been identi-

Given to patients in New York City hospitals, tiny 
doses——some of them as small as one-thirtieth of a mil- 
lionth ofan ounce—sent blood counts back toward normal. 
A Mayo Clinic patient whose illness was accompanied 
by a mental depression bordering on psychosis, recovered 
within a few months after the first injection of B,,. An 
Alabama woman who had lost her sense of touch—she 
could hardly button her clothes, comb her hair, or use a 
knife and a fork—got it back within five days. A Boston 
woman who had become allergic to liver extracts, which 
had kept her in normal health, sufiered a bad relapse; 
B,, cleared up most of her symptoms in 10 days. 

But there wasn’t enough of the new vitamin even for 
test work, and there never would be enough if it had to 
come from liver. Merck looked for other sources. 

Meanwhile, chemists had found a way, 
through fermentation, to produce the strikingly related 
animal protein factor.

Those at Lederle Laboratories in Pearl River, New 
York, started with two jars filled with scrapings one of 
their girl technicians had got in her father’s chicken coop. 
\ biologist mixed them with water, put drops of the 
solution on laboratory dishes containing a gelatine-like 
food, and then, one by one, picked out the growing 
organisms and transferred them to separate flasks. The 
stuff in each flask was tested and refined by a research 
team headed by Dr. Thomas H. Jukes.

How to have shade—and sun too

ae this jingle?—‘‘When it’s hot, we 
want it cool: when it’s cool, we want it hot—al- 
ways wanting what is not!” 

That’s typical of you and me and the family 
next door. 

Seven ways other families have got sun and 
shade at the times they wanted it are shown 
here. All take into consideration the fact that 
the sun we avoid in summer at midday is the 
sun we want in spring and fall, and often in early 
mornings and late afternoons during warmer 
weather. 

Permanent trellis supports for vines can be as 
simple as you like them. A framework of wood 
can be strung with galvanized wires which will 
let the vines droop only as far as you say. 

Good hardy vines for summer shade are 
grapes good eating, too! turquoise-berry, wis- 
teria, Coral and Goldflame honeysuckles, moon- 
seed, akebia, silverlace-vine, bittersweet, and 
both red and buff trumpet-creepers. 

Annual vines which will climb rapidly are 
gourds, moonflowers with their magical blos- 


soms, hyacinth-bean, morning-glories, and pret- 


ty scarlet runner beans. 


How to control the amount of sun hitting the south-facing ter- 
race at the Crellin Fitzgerald home, Oakland, California, was 
solved by Landscape Architect Ned Rucker in two ways. A 
grid of 1 by 6's makes an open roof designed to support wisteria 
vines. Until vines grow large, a pull-back canvas supplies shade 


Canvas is worked by ropes and pulleys and slides 
along under the wooden grid.

Fried Chicken 


All the steps to perfect fried chicken— 

Rub seasoned flour into pieces of 
chicken. For each pound of chick- 
en, mix 14 cup enriched flour, 1 
teaspoon paprika, }9 teaspoon salt, 
and about !¢ teaspoon pepper. 
Save any leftover flour to thicken 
the gravy. 

Heat enough fat in a heavy 
skillet to give a depth of about 19 
inch. A drop of water should sizzle 
when temperature of fat is just 
right. 

Start meaty pieces first, slipping 
less meaty pieces in between as 
chicken browns. Avoid crowding; 
use two skillets if necessary. 

As soon as chicken begins to 
brown (takes about 10 minutes), 
reduce heat, and cook slowly tll 
tender, 30 to 60 minutes, depend- 
ing on size of pieces. Cover tightly 
as soon as chicken is a light, uni- 
form tan. 

Turn two or three times with 
two spoons or fork and spoon to 
brown and cook evenly. Avoid 
piercing with fork. 

Add 1 to 2 tablespoons water 


before covering, especially if pan 


cannot be covered tightly, or if 
bird is heavier than 3 pounds 

Uncover last 15 minutes to re- 
crisp skin if desired. The liver and 
precooked heart, gizzard, and neck 
may be floured and browned with 
chicken the last 15 minutes. 
(Simmer neck, heart, and gizzard 
1 hour in seasoned water.)

Maybe you have only overloaded the circuit by using too 
many appliances at once. Or maybe you have a short circuit. First thing to 
do is pull the master switch (upper right). To tell immediately which fuse 
has blown, post a list in the fuse box telling which fuse controls which 
outlets. Then the lights that are out will tell you which fuse has blown 


Locating trouble. To tell whether 
you have a short or an overload, 
screw a light bulb into the socket 
where you found the bad fuse, then 
switch on the current. If the bulb 
shines brightly, there's a short. 
If it shines dimly, the circuit is 
simply overloaded. Knowing this, 
you usually can switch the power 
off, find the trouble, and correct 
it. If you can't, and a new fuse 
promptly blows, call an electrician

Repairing a cord plug. The 
gadgets that plug into con- 
venience outlets, called cord 
plugs, often come loose. Us- 
ually you can blame this on 
yanking a wire to remove the 
plug. When it happens, re- 
move half an inch of insulation 
from each copper wire. Scrape 
copper bright, twist strands 
tight, and thread wires back 
into plug. Then tie under- 
writers’ knot, as shown, just 
below exposed copper. This 
will help prevent yanking wire 
out of the plug in the future 


Replacing wall switch. Cut off 
the current first. Then this job 
is easy. With a single-pole 
switch (two screw terminals) it 
doesn't matter which wire is 
connected to which screw. In 
a three-way switch, like’ the 
one pictured, black lead wire 
goes to single screw on top; 
red and white wires connect 
with either of the bottom 
screws. If you can't distinguish 
the colors, or are dealing with 
a four-way switch, better call 
for an electrician. Wires are 
tough, but be careful in push- 
ing switch into box so you 
don't break them. Don't let 
the bare wires touch the box

Repairing a lamp socket. If the 
cord leading to a lamp socket 
breaks at the socket or pulls 
loose, unscrew the bulb and 
pull outer shell (lower right) 
out of cap (top hand). Wrap 
wires clockwise around screws 
and tighten. If this fails to fix 
the socket, better buy another 
one to install asa replacement 


Repairing appliance cord. If 
an appliance cord pulls loose 
from its heater plug, repair it 
the same way as an extension 
cord. After you attach wires to 
screws, however, be sure spring 
guard is fitted into its slot be- 
fore you put plug together. 
This guard prevents wear on 
insulation. As appliances draw 
much more electricity than a 
light bulb, don't put up with a 
taped or spliced appliance 
cord. Buy a new one instead 


Replacing lamp cord. How do 
you thread a new cord into a 
bending, twisting, and turning 
lamp? Actually, it is easy. 
Though lamp may look solid, 
usually you can take it apart. 
Remove the screw in the base 
and start pulling and un- 
screwing the various sections, 
keeping them in order. When 
the lamp is entirely discssem- 
bled, thread new cord through 
the parts to the lamp socket, 
attach the wires, and reas- 
semble the various lamp parts 


Repairing a pull chain. If you 
tug too hard, pull chains will 
break, usually just inside the 
socket. When that happens, 
pull socket apart. A piece of 
chain will be held with a small 
clamp. In some sockets this 
clamp is pried open to release 
chain. In others, like the one 
pictured, clamp can be lifted 
out and chain released by 
raising a little trigger sticking 
through it. Thread new chain 
into clamp and put socket to- 
gether again. Insert insulating 
link in the chain if light is ina 
bathroom, laundry, or kitchen

Electrical repairs 


Soldering. With any electrical 
repair, a soldered joint is much 
stronger than a twisted joint 
First step in soldering two wires 
together is to ‘‘tin’’ the copper. 
Scrape strands clean and twist 
them tightly. Hold wire against 
the soldering iron until it is 
hot. Then touch a bit of rosin- 
core solder to the wire. Do this 
with each wire to be joined 


After two wires are ‘‘tinned” 
with solder, clean them with a 
cloth and fine sandpaper. 
Twist the two tinned wires to- 
gether, and hold the joint 
against the hot soldering iron. 
In a matter of seconds solder 
flows together to make a joint

Ribbons are not 
nailing surfaces; joists should be 
nailed directly to studs, as shown 
by the circle.

Platform framing. In some cities two-story houses are 
framed as if one one-story unit were piled on another.

were certain bacteria found in 
Indiana earth. 

Last year, too, Doctor Folkers’ 
group found that pure B,, could 
be made by a fermentation process 

-much more cheaply and quickly 
than from liver. The organism it 
used also came from the soil; it was 
a close relative of the one that pro- 
duces streptomycin. A few months 
later, drugstores began supplying 
small amounts of the vitamin. 

Meanwhile, scientists in dozens 
of clinics, laboratories, and agricul- 
tural experiment stations have 
been busy determining just what 
the discoveries would mean to you 
and me. Would the tiny red crystals 
—Vitamin B,,—be helpfulin other 
diseases besides pernicious anemia? 
Would the brown powders and 
pink liquids known as APF con- 
centrates give us cheaper meat? 

They had another question: 
What was the relationship be- 
tween Vitamin B,. and the APF? 
They haven't answered this one 
satisfactorily, but it begins to look 
as if the powders and liquids con- 
tain not only B,,, but also sub- 
stances that may turn out to be stl 
another new vitamin or vitamins. 

Whatever they contain, the con- 
centrates seem certain to give our 
food supplies a much-needed boost. 


i 
EF. one example, look at Dr. 
Damon Catron’s experiments at 
fowa State College. He has worked 
with APF for two years. Adding 
synthetic APF supplements to the 
backbone of Cornbeit hog rations 
corn, soybean-oil meal, alfalfa, 
and minerals—produced up to 24 
percent faster gains when fed to 
growing-fattening pigs. 

Last February Dr. George M. 
Briggs, of the University of Min- 
nesota, began feeding one group 
of White Leghorn chicks a good 
standard diet, including animal 
protein from natural sources. He 
fed another group a greatly simpli- 
fied diet sparked by one of the new 
concentrates. 

Six weeks later the chicks on the 
new diet weighed more than the 
others, and for every pound gained 
had eaten 23 percent feed. 

There’s another angle. Not all 
fertile eggs hatch; 70 percent is a 
good average. Nutritionists how- 
ever, by using an APF powder, 
have jacked this up to 85 percent. 
Phe new stuff will let a poultryman 
get birds to market not only faster 
but in greater numbers. 

Here’s something else. Once 
there’s enough of the concentrates 
to go around—several feed com- 
panies are already using them, but 
supply won't begin to catch up 
with demand for another year— 
some of the skim milk, buttermilk, 
whey, and similar products now 
going into animal feeds can be used 
for human consumpuon. 

Agricultural authorities see a 
much greater gain. Farmers never 
have fed enough animal protein for 
best results, because they've never 
had enough of it, particularly in 
wartime. And the supply has been 
decreasing. The new concentrates 
change the picture. For there is

plenty of soybean and cottonseed 
meal and other vegetable protein, 
and a sprinkling of brown powder 
or a dash of pink liquid can go a 
long way toward making it as 
nutritious as animal. 

How about feeding the same 
stuff to human beings? Scientists 
haven’t conducted any experi- 
ments along this line, but they 
point gut that if animals don’t 
grow at normal rate without APF, 
presumably people don’t, either. 

The Japanese may be an exam- 
ple. Japanese in Japan, where the 
average diet is low in animal pro- 
tein, are considerably smaller than 
Japanese in California. 


ar ago a Peruvian doctor 
studied people in his homeland. 
In poor communities, where corn 
and beans were almost the only 
food, the people were smaller than 
average, and anemia seemed wide- 
spread. Recently another Latin 
American physician noticed the 
same situation in Guatemala. In- 
land villagers getting along mostly 
on plant food were considerably 
less healthy than those along the 
seacoast, who got plenty of fish. 

The doctor is now planning what 
may easily be the most important 
test yet made with the new stuff— 
to the inlanders’ vegetable diet he 
intends to add B,,. 

On the strictly medical front, 
the early findings have been sub- 
stantiated again and again. Cases 
of sprue and of nutritional mac- 
rocytic (large-celled) anemia— 
both related to pernicious anemia 
but found mostly in hot climates— 
have shown marked improvement 
after only one injection of pure B, ,. 

In a rare, serious ailment affect- 
ing babies—known as the mac- 
rocytic anemia of infancy—the 
vitamin has been used successfully 
about 50 percent of the time, 
though it has not worked in a simi- 
lar condition that occasionally de- 
velops during pregnancy. 


, 
Whether or not it will help 
ordinary anemia remains to be 
seen. One authority points out that 
the average person with ordinary 
anemia may be benefited by B,,, 
but what he needs most is iron. 

In treating pernicious anemia 
itself, the vitamin’s big advantages 
over liver extracts are its potency, 
which means it can be given in 
smaller doses, and the fact that it 
can be given to patients who are 
sensitive to liver preparations. But 
if you aren’t able to get the pure 
vitamin yet, don’t be alarmed; 
liver extracts will keep you going. 
So far, incidentally, they are 
cheaper. You'd have to pay almost 
$6,000,000 for an ounce of pure 
B,, today, though a few dollars’ 
worth is enough to last the average 
patient two weeks. 

Doctors are still trying to find 
just why people with pernicious 
anemia need the new vitamin, 
either pure or in liver extracts. All 
of us get some of it in our food, un- 
less we are strict vegetarians or too 
poor to eat meat, fish, eggs, and 
milk. Our bodies probably make 
it, too. 

Presumably, pernicious anemia 
results when our bodies fail to ab- 
sorb the B,, that we eat or make.

Vitamin B-12 


That’s just an authoritative guess, 
but it seems to be borne out by the 
experiment of a Michigan doctor 
He took the feces of a patient with 
pernicious anemia, made an ex-. 
tract, and injécted it into the arm 
of the patient. It proved to be as 
effective as liver extract—evidence 
that B,, was passing through the 
body without being used. 

This theory ties in with the work 
of a noted scientist who is trying to 
find the cause of alcoholism—and 
a cure. Dr. Roger J. Williams, of 
the University of Texas, started 
with the idea that some inherited 
trouble—something that 
never ordinarily be noticed 
might prevent the body from using 
certain food elements even though 
the diet contained them. A per- 
verted appetite might result. 

To test this idea, he took a num- 
ber of rats and mice of varying 
ancestry and offered them a choice 
between water and alcohol. Like 
human beings, some passed up the

alcohol, some tippled. Animals 
belonging to the same strain acted 
much the same way. Once he had 
spotted the animals that chose al- 
cohol, he began feeding them vita- 
mins. A very few rats quit drinking 
once they had been given 10 of the 
B vitamins, but when B,, was 
added to the list, a large number 
swore off. Some needed still other 
vitamins and a fat. 

Rats aren’t men, and there is no 
guarantee that any amount of 
B,, or other vitamins will cure a 
human alcoholic. But Doctor Wil- 
liams—while warning that many 
other studies have to be 
1s hopeful. 


Many other studies must be 


made, too, before anyone can 
more than guess at the full useful- 
ness of B,, and APF. On the evi- 
dence to date, however, 
ability to get from the soil the same 
stuff found in liver, is going to 
mean a better life for millions.

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Keep your dog's nails clipped to give him healthy feet and a normal walk

What is the hest wav tocuta dog's 
toenails? How short and how often 
should they be cut?— A. H.. Illinois. 

Don’t attempt cutting a dog’s 
nails unless you have a nail trim- 
mer—and be sure it’s sharp. Best 
rule is to cut two-thirds of the ex- 
posed nail every three months. 


Our town recently had a rabies 
scare. What are the facts on this 
disease”7— Mrs. A. M. C., Lowa. 

rhere are two types of rabies 
dumb and furious. Dumb rabies, 
which accounts for about two- 
thirds of rabies infections, is harm- 
less because the infected animal 
becomes paralyzed, is not vicious 
and therefore doesn’t bite. He 
slowly succumbs to death. The 
germ is not “in the air’ and can 
only be contracted by the bite of 
an infected animal. Even in furi- 
ous rabies, the dangerous type, 
only 15 percent of persons or ani- 
mals bitten by rabid dogs contract 
the disease. Symptoms of rabies 
resemble those of several other dis- 
eases affecting dogs, and only pro- 
fessional diagnosis can reliably de- 
termine its presence.

A garden easy 
(o Keep 


Even a front-yard garden can 


have privacy for outdoor living 





The garden follows the slope of the land—and so do the stepped sections of the brick wall. The wall, 
together with the low-spreading branches of the trees, gives us privacy without appearing unfriendly

Wes: we planned our new home we made 


up our minds that it would have to be easy to 
keep so we could enjoy it to the utmost. 

We built a small terrace to take advantage 

of the beautiful view in back, but it was into 
the front garden that we put our hearts. The 
garden is enclosed by the L-shaped house and 
by a brick wall which curves to follow our 
arce-shaped front boundary. 
“veme . : : : We didn’t want to sacrifice precious space 
by planting large masses of screening shrub- 
bery, so we used trees instead. It was an in- 
spired choice which gives our garden a com- 
pletely distinctive charm. 

For trees we chose the California sycamore 
whose gnarled branches and soft-colored bark 
fitted our plan perfectly. In transplanting 
them to our home near Laguna Beach we set 
them at the same crooked, wind-swept angles 
as they had grown before; they were planted 
where their branches would dip down to meet ‘ 
the brick wall 

Our other plantings were simple: mainly 
groundcover and common bulbs and peren- ° 
nials. Soil well prepared before we started 
has made it necessary to do little since plant- 
ing except for occasional weeding and water- 
ing. We receive more than we give—because 


we have a garden easy to keep. 


The front gate opens into our outdoor living room. The terrace is 
paved with blue-gray flagstone; the brick wall was given a thin 
whitewash and then wiped off again to give the effect of age

would drop by, admire and criti- 
cize, and tell us what to do next 
each time with the promise of 
sending help soon. We never did 
find out if the man really intended 
to send help, and couldn't, or 
whether he only said these things 
to keep up our morale. In any 
case, it was satisfactory to us: We 
had more time than money. 

Days staggered on, and so did 
we. The roof was shingled, the steel 
sash put in, the walls paneled or 
stuccoed, and the garage doors in- 
stalled.

We couldn't get a toilet even 
though our order had been in for 
six months, so we paid a premium 
to get one. Our plumber installed 
it, allowing us about one-half the 
price off our bill.

The city put the water meter on 
the wrong street (we have a corner 
lot), so it cost us an extra $45 to 
have the additional pipe installed. 

The electric wiring was another 
headache. The time limit we had 
set was drawing short so we turned 
the job over to the trade. However, 
we had made the mistake of pur- 
chasing beforehand all the mate- 
rials we would need. We paid 
more, but we did save time. 

Other things went according to 
schedule, except the price, which 
mounted daily. 

Our work amounted to this: all 
rough carpentering, most of the 
finish carpentering, installation of 
a plastic surface and chromium 
trim around sink and work space, 
all painting and finishing of wood- 
work, all flagstone work, some 
brick and asphalt tile setting, and 
installation of all electrical fixtures. 

Subtracting from this the price 
of our errors, we find that we saved 
ourselves at least $1,600, Because of 
consider that our nine 
months of work was not in vain, for 
we do have our home, and ?¢ is all 
paid for.

by the turn of the century. The 
shiny new cities like Wixson and 
Rocky Mount didn’t start growing 
until Americans took to smoking 
cigarettes. Macclesfield grew up 
spindly in the shadow of the tobac- 
co markets; Wilson, with 18 ware- 
houses and five auctions going on 
like the Tower of Babel every 
August, is the largest in the world 


Mac. lesfield is prosperous as 
southern villages go, although you 
have to get inside the homes and 
see the new pianos to realize it. But 
if you look, you'll find new washing 
machines on tenant farms—hard 
by bucket-drawn wells and open- 
fired iron washpots. The average 
family in Edgecombe County had 
an income of $3,595 in 1945. That's 
pretty good, even for prosperous 
North Carolina 

It’s pretty good, too, when you 
consider that over half the 49,000 
people in Edgecombe County are 
Negroes, that one-third of the land 
is still in timber, that 80 percent of 
its farmers are tenants living on the

One by one, the men started to 
show interest.

than-average farms. Some of Cap’s 
tenants have new houses, and a 
few even have running water. 

The Eagles, Mr. Cap and Miss

Macclesfield 
Continued from preceding page 


mail route out of Macclesfield for 
30 years—went over to the Mis- 
sionary Baptist Church and got the 
Negro women fired up to paint the 
church and fix up their homes. 

On April 15, Mrs. Peebles, who 
was Clgairman of the whole project, 
wrote in her diary: “This is the first 
day of clean-up week. I went down- 
town but didn’t see anything going 
on. I am easily discouraged. Hope 
the others aren’t.” 


The next day she wrote: “T still 
didn’t see any cleaning up this 
morning, but when I passed Doro- 
thy Webb’s house this afternoon I 
saw them hauling away trash by the 
load. When I came on down a little 
farther, I saw Dorphy and Ella 
Mae Fenton, tearing into their 
back yard. My spirits are up 
again.” 

Things were happening fast. The 
next day, Walter Moore, the town 
policeman, promised he would get 
the garbage collected from every 
home in town. Otis Dean hired the 
town dump truck all day to haul 
junk away from his gas station. On 
Friday Mrs. Peebles, Mrs. Lewis, 
and Mrs. Alfanso Felton finished 
taking the “before” pictures. 

More than any other project, ex- 
cept the sewers and water mains, 
which Mayor John Martin and the 
city council had agreed to take on, 
the community house was the one 
that would require money. Money 
for wallboard, for underpinning, 
for paint, for draperies, for refin- 
ishing floors, for fluorescent lights, 
for shubbery, for cement work, for 
a new porch, for taking down the 
old belfrey, for filling in the ditch 
that ran between the community 
house and the street. 


A square dance raised $100. The 
city donated wallboard, but told 
the women they’d have to put it on. 
Walter Moore, said he'd nail up 
the wallboard if the women would 
hire a man to help him. By the time 
the wallboard was up, the money 
was half gone. To get more, Mrs. 
Peebles and Mrs. Alfanso Felton 
drove out in the country and talked 
farmers out of chickens, tomatoes, 
and enough other more or less edi- 
ble commodities to brew the one 
concoction above all others that 
will bring any Macclesfieldian run- 
ning at first whiff—a Brunswick 
stew. Because they knew they’d be 
welcome to use the new community 
house, the farmers gave. The com- 
mittee made the stew the only way 
a Brunswick stew should ever be 
made—out of doors in an iron 
washpot. No one has ever disputed 
this since the health officer from 
Tarboro tried to tell Mrs. Win- 
stead it wasn’t sanitary. The war 
was still on, and Miss Ola asked 
him what he wanted her to do 
dump out all that good food with 
people starving? Enough was con- 
sumed this time at 50 cents a help- 
ing to bring in another $100. 

By the end of August, Mrs 
Lewis and Mamie Pittman, the

clesfield’s candidate for queen of 
Wilson’s tobacco festival a few 
years ago—were ready to go with 
the decorating. They borrowed a 
pale green color scheme from the 
Golden Weed Grill in Wilson.

Walter Moore promised 
to keep the grass cut along the 
tracks and on the city-owned lots if 
the town would buy a power mow- 
er. The women saw that he got one.

sponsoring. The Boy Scouts, also 
sponsored by the club, had erected 
a flagpole and were meeting in the 
community house. So was the 
Home Demonstration Club, whose 
members, many of them farm 
women, had given a new oil heater. 
The hawthorn was growing along 
the railroad. The ditch-digging 
machine had arrived to dig 
trenches for the water and sewer 
pipes. Ella Mae Felton had thrown 
away the old sign and painted one 
in gold letters on the window of the 
new post office. Gay’s Cafe had 
moved into a second new building 
next door. Walter Moore was keep- 
ing the weeds down and the gar- 
bage collected. The bank had fixed 
up its walls and put in Venetian 
blinds. Bulldozers had come to 
level lots and tear out dead trees. 
In the home contest, 11 houses had 
been painted, 5 completely re- 
modeled, 3 landscaped with new 
shrubs. Five new lawns had been 
planted and hundreds of English 
hawthorns and dogwoods set out 
All this through the persistence of 
26 women, 13 of whom had full- 
tuume jobs besides keeping house 
and raising a familv! No wonder 
Elizabeth Swindell of the IH 7/son 
Daly Times could write The 
women have really worked. They 
had so far to go.” 

But winning the $2,000 merely 
showed the Woman’s Club what 
could be done once they got every- 
body in Macclesfield pulling to- 
gether. I returned this spring to see, 
and though Mrs. Peebles had moved 
up by the Great Dismal Swamp, 
the rest of the women ‘were going 
stronger than ever—and with more 
help from the men

Dhe Christians were vetung 
ready to build, and the Woman’s 
Club was talking about a library 
in the still unrenovated end of the 
community house as soon as the 
Christians moved out. Enough 
new bathrooms were on order to 
make a plumbing-supply shop 
worthwhile. Nathan Johnson, a 
tenant of Cap Eagles, was finish- 
ing a five-room bungalow, the 
fifth one to go up across from the 
Negro church since Ed and Hattie 
Williams built theirs right after the 
war. People were so happy with 
the sewers they were talking about 
paving the streets. Sam Gilliam, 
principal of George Washington 
Carver High School, had sold 
3,500 concrete blocks for a quarter 
apiece. In two years he hopes to 
have sold enough to build a gym- 
nasium. Alfanso Felton was think- 
ing about getting lights for the ball 
diamond. The Woman’s Club was 
getting ready to put on a chicken 
dinner to help the men organize a 
service club. 

E. E. Webb was moving into a 
new white Colonial with a double 
garage and a breezeway, right next 
to the unpainted shack he'd lived 
in the last 20 years there in the 
tobacco patch, and only a piece up 
the road from Willie Ellis’ new 
brick house. Mrs. Lewis was figur- 
ing how to get the community 
house a kitchen and a restroom. 
Miss Ola Winstead was still stir- 
ring up Brunswick stews, and litde 
Mary Linn Harrell had just won a 
baby contest that netted the com- 
munity house another $180.
